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JUDGMENT RESERVED IN 


£20,000 APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF : 
FITZGIBBON and MR. JUSTIOE MURNAGHANS 

The hearing concluded of the appeal by the 
plaintiffs in the case of Matheson and others 
v. Wilson from a judgment of Mr. Justice 
Hanna dismissing with costs the action 
brought by the plaintifie, Messrs. Matheson, 
Archer, Brown, and the executors of the late 
Walter Hume, to recover damages measured 
at £20,000 against the defendant, T. F. 
Wilson, for alleged breach of contract dated 
25rd November, 1921, to purchase the shares 
held by the plaintiffs respectively in the Ivy 
Weaving Company, Lurgan, and to procure 
the release of the plaintiffs from their liability 
to the Belfast Banking Co. under a guarantee 
to secure the overdraft of the company. 

The appellants sought to have Mr. Justice 
Hanna’s order set aside and judgment entered 
for them with costs for the full amount 
claimed, upon the ground that the judgment 
was wrong in law, and, alternatively, they 
asked for a new trial, on the grounds that 
the judgment and order were against the 
evidence and the weight of evidence ; that the 
conclusions in fact and law were not well 
grounded, and that the decision was founded 
on matters which were neither mentioned in 
the pleadings nor adequately discussed at the 
hearing. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. Overend, K.C., and 
Mr. Campbell (instructed by Messrs, Molloy, 
Fayle and Co.), appeared for. the appellants; 
and Mr. Dickie, KC. Mr. Hamilton, K.C., 
and Mr. Moloney (instructed by Mr. J. C. 
Erskine), for the respondent. 

Concluding his reply for the appellants, Mr. 
Jellett, K.C., said that Mortimer entered into 
this contract on behalf of Wilson, the respon- 
dent, and nobody else. Accordingly the 
signature of Mortimer to the offer of purchase 
was the signature of Wilson. The offer was 
made to and accepted by individual members 
of a class of people who were shareholders in 
the company. ortimer was one of the class 
to whom the offer was made, and he accepted 
the offer as a member of the class. That was 
to say, he accepted the offer made by Wilson, 
the acceptance constituting a contract as 
between him and Wilson. It was.quite a 
different contract as between Wilson and 
Matheson, or any of the others. 

The main point now made in the case, he 
said, was the question of approval. First of 
all, the question of approval was never 
mentioned between Wilson and Mortimer at 
all; secondly, the question of approval was 
never mentioned in any letter bot wwed the 
parties ; and, thirdly, that question was. not 
pleaded, and what Mr. Justice Hanna stated 
in his judgment on the subject—that he saw 
no reason why the contract should not be 
subject. to Wilson’s approval—was a matter 
of inference 

It was not suggested that Brown had any 
authority to introduce that condition sub- 
sequent to. the meeting of all the parties on 
the 23rd of November, 1921, when the offer 
was accepted. The point he wished to draw 
attention to was—if this question of approval 
was introduced, as suggested, at the interview 
between Brown and. Mortimer, why would 
not it be put in the document? 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—The document, or 
offer, would appear to me to be like an 
option. 

Mr. Jellett—But there was no option what- 
ever about the matter. The document was 
perfectly clear. There was nothing about an 
option anywhere. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—And you say that 
anyone .signing that document signed it as a 
contract? 

Mr. Jellett—Certainly. And’ Wilson, on 
being.-informed by the letter of . 29th 
November as to the acceptance of the offer, 
never said anything as to an over-riding con- 
dition. There was not a word said-in any 
letter at that time between the parties on the 
different sides about the matter. It was 
kept entirely in the background until the trial 
of the action. - The judge’s finding’ there 
was that this. question of approval was dealt 
with at this particular meeting of the persons 
concerned, and it was assented to by Récers. 
It is sufficient for me to say here that he had 
no authority to do anything of the kind. The 
persons who were at the meeting were not 
then present, and if they were to be bound 
by a tmodified offer, that should have been 
inserted in ‘the document at the time 
Mortimer signed it. 

Replying to the Chief Justice with respect 
to Mr. Wilson’s knowledge of the guarantee, 
he said that some reference to the guarantee 
had been made in Mr. Justice Hanna’s judg- 


} ment, and it had also been. referred to in 


letters sent. to Mr. Wilson on the 24th 
November, 1921, and on the órd of January,

course, impossible for anyone to suggest, in 
face of that document, that Wilson did not 
know about the guarantee. 

The Chief Justice— Do you know when the 
offer was definitely accepted ?

LOWER EXPENDITURE AND 


LOWER RECEIPTS. 


The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
report and statement of accounts, said that 
when he addressed the shareholders in Bel- 
fast last year he suggested that, as they 
were passing through ‘very difficult times, the 
shareholders should send in any criticism or 
suggestions that occurred to.them, with a 
view to improving the businéss of the rail- 
way. Quite a number responded to that 
appeal, and on behalf of. the board .and of 
the staff he thanked those wha did so, and he 
hoped that they would. continue to assist in 
this way. Many of the suggestions received 
had been most helpful. 

The gross receipts under all heads last 
year were less than those of the year 1925 
by £175,829, or 9 per cent. Passenger re- 
ceipts were down £92,204, or 15 per cent. ; 
while the number of passengers carried was 
less by about 10 per cent. Merchandise re- 
ceipts showed a | vitae of £51,086, or 5 
per cent.; and coal receipts £47,199, or 34} 
per cent. The traffic which aid not pass in 
consequence of the miners’ strike is valued, 
on a conservative basis, at not less than 
i LOWER EXPENDITURE. 

With regard to expenditure, he was glad 
to say that very substantial savings were 
effected during the year, amounting in all to 
£175,546, which virtually covered the de- 
crease in gross receipts. 

The increase in the cost of the American 
and ‘other foreign coa consumed - was 
£50,600, and had this abnormal expense not 
been incurred the savings would have totalled 
£226,146. 

The actual amount earned in the year, 
after providing for the Preference, dividends, 
was £42,693, or slightly more than sufficient 
to pay 1 per cent. on the Ordinary stock. 

He was very sorry that the results of last 
year’s working were not so satisfactory as 
they had hoped and expected they would 
be. .At the beginning of the year it seemed 
as if the general trade of the: country was 

oing to improve, and that they might look 
leeward to enjoying better times, but, un- 
fortunately, their hopes were not réalised. 
Disputes in the coal NA trade of Great 
Britain on the question of hours and wages 
came to a head, and as a result a general 
strike was declared by the trades unions and 
an attempt. made to paralyse the whole trade of 
the country. 

Neither of the strikes spread to Ireland, 
but, unfortunately, trade here suffered as 
much, or even more, from the disastrous 
effects which followed. 

FOREIGN COAL. 

In the early part of the year, when it 
became apparent that trouble was brewing in 
the British coal mining industry, the directors 
arranged to substantially augment their normal 
stock of locomotive coal, with the result that, 
when the stoppage occurred on May Ist, 
they had a supply sufficient to maintain a 
full train service until the middle of July. 
As soon as it was realised that the strike 
was likely to continue, purchases of foreign 
coal were made, and before a settlement was 
arrived at it became increasingly difficult to 
obtain deliveries within a reasonable time, no 
less than two months having in some cases 
elapsed between the date of the order and 
delivery of the coal. 

In view of this, and of the large gore 
of almost 60,000 tons of foreign coal which 
they purchased, it was considered satisfactory 
that, when British coal again became avail- 
able, they had only the equivalent of from 
four to five weeks" supply of the expensive 
coal on hand. 

ROAD COMPETITION. 

They were still suffering from very severe 
road motor competition, and-in order to meet 
this, they were constantly -having to réduce 
their rates and fares, with the result that. the 
réturns of recent ‘months indicated a gradual 
recovery. in the volume of goods and passenger 
traffic, though, unfortunately, the revenue was 
suffering. But although the revenue was re- 
duced, there was satistaction in knowing that 
their expenditure had been reduced to the 
substantial. extent indicated, and he had every 
reason to thank their “staff for~the~ special 
efforts they had made, and were making, in 
this direction. 

REDUCED WAGES. | 

As a result of a decision of the Irish Rail- 
ways Wages Board, wages were. reduced 
during the year. The reductions, varying 
from 4s. to 5s. 9d. per week, are taking place 
in instalments, the. third of which would 
come into operation on the first of next 
month, and a further slight reduction in the 
wages of porters would follow later on, 

“The fine condition of our permanent wa 
and rolling, stock, taken in conjunction wit 
the shrinkage in traffic passing in recent 
years,” added the Chairman, “ has enabled 
reductions to be effected under’ these heads 
amounting to £112,524, without impairing the 
safety and efficiency of the. railway. Con- 
siderable savings have also been effected’ in 
operating and other expenses, while the in- 
come tax deficiency was substantially less than 
the figure of the previous year. You will, 
no doubt, have observed the considerable re- 
duction in the cost of generating electric 
current for power and light, which, to a large 
extent, is attributable to the closin down of 
the company’s plant at Dublin, which soon 
would have required renewal, the current 
being now taken from the Corporation supply. 

“One branch of our business which has 
produced a really satisfactory return is that 
of the catering in the hotels and refreshment 
rooms, and on the dining cars, where, not- 
withstanding the large falling off in the num- 
bers of passengers carried, there is an increase 
in the receipts and a decrease in the ex- 

nditure, so that the net receipts are £2,500 
in excess of those of 1925, showing a better 
result than we have hitherto obtained from 
this department. Our two hotels are in 
excellent order, are well equipped, and still 
further efforts are being made to increase 
their attraction as holiday resorts, 

THE DIVIDEND. 

‘When all that has happened during the 
ear is taken into consideration, I am satisfied 
hat the proprietors have reason to be 
thankful for the results and for the Board’s 
recommendation of a dividend on the Ordinary 
Stock of 3 per cent., af viding for : 
ment of fixed arm inc nding’ Deban ure 
Guaranteed and Preferen ' | 
dends.

Dr; Thompson called attention to the delay 
that occurred at, Portadown, Station to passen- 
gers from Derry to»Dublin, That delay was 
about thirty or thirty-five minutes, and he 
had seen seventy persons waiting for that 
length of timé, and he could not see any 
reason for it. He suggested that, a number 
of small stations head, be closed, and that 
the system of--travelling -porters be adopted. 
The Kingstown and Holyliead route for mails 
was preferable fo any. other, . In reference 
to the .Customs barrier between Northern

Mr. A. Lloyd Blood, referring to Mr.

LORD GLENAVY'S PROTEST IN THE 
. SENATE. | 
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“WOMEN JURORS: A SOLUTION. 
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yy. the Free State Senate met yes- j 


terday the Chairman (Lord 
Glenavy) made a protest against certain 
statements which President Cosgrave and 
Mr. S. Burke made in the Dail during a 
discussion of the Local Government Bill. 
The Senate had amended the bill so as 
to remit two-thirds of the rates on certain 
houses built by local authorities. Presi- 
dent Cosgrave said in the Dail that it 
was “a fool amendment,’’ and suggested 
that the imminence of the general elec- 
tion had something to do with it, He 
invited the Dail to reject it. Mr. Burke 
said that the Dail might accept the 
amendment, as it was so badly drafted 
that it would not achieve the object that 
the Senate had in view. 
Lord Glenavy. said 
Cosgrave’s words were “ unparliamen- 
tary,. unconstitutional and a _ distinct 
breach of the privileges of this House.’’ 
They meant, he said, that the Senate in 
passing the amendment was influenced by 
a desire to buy votes. Mr. Burke had 
invited the Dail to pillory the Senate by 
putting on the Statute Book an amend- 
ment which, according to the Minister, 
defeated its own objects. There was an 
unwritten law that as between two Houses 
of Parliament the utmost courtesy should

President Cosgrave said that he never 
intended to convey that all the members 
oi. the Senate sought to buy votes by pass- 
ing the amendment. Later he accepted

THE SENATE. 
MINISTERS’ CONDUCT. 
LORD GLENAVY’S CRITICISM. 


In. the Senate vesterday, a message was 
received from the Dail agreeing to Amend- 
ments 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 9 made by the 
Senate to the Local Government Bill, 1926, 
and disagreeing with Amendment 8. 

The Chairman (Lord Glenavy) said that be- 
fore they considered the Dail’s message, he 
wished to call attention to what he regarded 
as not only an unprecedented, but an entirely 
unconstitutional attitude adopted by certain 
members of the Government with regard to 
the action of the Senate with that bull. 

Lord Glenavy then at some length outlined 
the proceedings of the Senate on February 
Ond, 3rd and 9th when the bill was under 
discussion, ‘and in particular dealt with an 
amendment, by Senator Farren giving to 
houses erected under the Housing of the 
Working Clhsses Acts the benefits of remis- 
sion of rates proposed in Section 11 of the 
present bill. “The matter had been discussed 
three times in the Senate, and the amendment 
had been passed. It was impossible for him 
to ignore what took place in the House when 
the bill came before it. 

UNWRITTEN LAW. 

There wags an unwritten law in every Par- 
liament of the world that as between two 
Houses the utmost courtesy has to be ob- 
served by every member of one House towards 
the members of. the other, and more par- 
ticularly towards the House as a whole. It 
had been settled by Parliamentary usage and 
Constitutional practice that no member of 
either House—and that included Ministers— 
was entitled to impute improper or discredit- 
able motives to any member of either House, 
and, above all, he was not entitled to impute 
discreditable motives: or base or indirect 
action to either House as a whole. 

When the bill came before the Dail the 
Minister in charge took the extraordinary 
course of asking the Dail to agree to Senator 
Farren's amendment on the express ground 
that the amendment was so faulty in its 
drafting that it would defeat the very object 
Senator Farren had in view In other 
words, he asked the Dail to pillorv the Senate 
by putting on the Statute Book an amend- 
ment which, according to the Minister him- 
self, defeated its own ouject. 

He could not understand the action of the 
Minister, who had been present during the 
whole course of the dewate, and never once 
suggested that there was the - slightest 
defect in Senator Fkarren’s amendment. 
It was quite true that when challenged 
by a deputy in the Dail, he stated that he 
had only become aware of the defect the 
night before. Senators had no attorney- 
general, no draughtsmen, no counsel, and no 
expert advisers, while the Minister had all 
the resources of an expert staff, and yet, 
witn all these at his disposal, the Minister 
had to admit that he never noticed, during 
all the time that the bill was going through 
the Senate, that there was any defect in 
Senator Farren’s amendment. 

PRESIDENT GCOSGRAVE’S REMARKS. 

He did not suggest that that was any dis- 
credit to the Minister, as in the best regu- 
lated governments mistakes of this kind must 
inevitably occur; but when he came to read 
the terms in which the action of: the Senate 
was described by President Cosgrave in the 
Dail, they would realise that he might have 
reflected upon the imputation he was passing 
on his own colleagues and upon the yarious 
other departments of the Government. 

How did the President of the Executive 
Cotineil deal with the action of the Senate 
in passing this amendment’? ‘He said: “I 
think it will not req’ re very much study on 
anyone's part to rea ) the close proximity of 
the elections in this amendment. This is a 
fool amendment, and i: reflects no credit 
upon the Senats to send it down, A. I have 
said, it is the close proximity of the elections 
and the fervid haste with which members of 
the Senate sought to buy votes resulted in 
tl.. amendment being put down in,this form, 
A certain well-known man rubbed his hands 
and said, ‘ This is 2,000 votes once this is 
gas This is not the way to do public 
yusiness, and I hope, at any rate, we will 
agree on one thing, and that is that issues 
should be put straight and fair.” 

Later on, said Lord Glenavy, the President 
went back to the cha ge, and said: “' This is 
a fool amendment. It is not creditable to the 
Senate to send it down, and I for one object 
to our Statute Book having such a discredit 
upon it.” 

With all respect to the President, said 
Lord Glenavy, each and every word in this 
statement was unparliamentary, uné€onstitu- 
tional, and a distinct breach of the privileges 
of this House. (Hear, hear.) It came to 
this: that the Senate—not a particular mem- 
ber who moved the amendment, but the 
whole House—was influenced by a desire to 
buy votes.

WOMEN JURORS. 


LABOUR PARTY’S AMENDMENT. 

On the Committee Stage of the Juries 
Bill, Mr. Johnson moved an amendment, the 
effect: of which would be to make women 
equally eligible with men to serve on juries. 
He said that women should be made to 
realise that they were equally bound with 
men in the obligations of citizenship. They 
should not legislate in this manner against 
women citizens as such, 

Captain. Redmond said that women were 
entitled to practically all the advantages of 
citizenship,. and it would be a retrograde 
step to legislate in the direction of making 
them immune from some of the disadvan- 
tages. . There was no reason why women 
should not be eligible to serve on juries. 

Mr. O’Higgins said that the effect of the 
amendment would be to create the position 
as it had been under the 1919 Act. Under 
the operation of that Act and the 1924 Act 
the great majority of women who possessed 
the statutory galifications did, in fact, ex- 
ress a desire to have their names removed 
rom the register. When women received a 
summons to attend the court for jury service 
they were very dismayed, and some of them 
managed to make things quite as uncomfort- 
able for others as they felt they were for 
themselves. The County Registrars and 
other officials were besieged with applica- 
tions for exemption. It was no use to pre- 
tend that this question of women jurors did 
not present a greater difficulty than the 
question of jury service for men. It did, 


EQUALITY OF STATUS. 

The Governments proposal did not involve 
an infringement of the equality of status. 
The result of the cost and administrative 
trouble was not worth the expense to the 
State. He did not think any large percent- 
age of the electorate would like them to 
revert to the position of the 1919 Act, with 
all its difficulties. He recognised that there 
were some women around Dublin, not higher 
than ó per cent. of the whole, saying that 
the State should compel 97 per cent. who 
shirked jury service, to serve, so that they 
might vindicate the principle of equality of 
status, He submitted that those women 
were the exception, and were well aware of 
it, and because they were willing to under- 
take the duty they desired that others should 
be compelled to do so. 

Mr. Johnson said that the case the 
Minister had made would apply to every 
legislative change that involved administra- 
tive difficulties. 

Professor William Magennis said that in 
the reply of the Minister for Justice on the 
second reading, he used the words that 
women would be grateful to the Government 
that relieved them from service on juries. 
The explanation of the bill was contained in 
these words. The President alleged in con- 
nection with a recent amendment in the 
Senate that it was dictated by a desire to 
catch votes, and he (the Deputy) wondered 
if it would be a fair retort to say that this 
measure with regard to the exclusion of 
women from jury service was dictated for 
the same lofty purpose. He did not think 
that in the history of Farliaments there was 
any precedent for a proposal to relieve a 
section of the community trom a duty merely 
because they found the discharge of that duty 
irksome. The reason for the small number 
of women serving on the juries was the 
persistent practice of ordering them to stand 
by, and keeping them waiting about the 
Courts day by day. 

On a division the amendment was lost by 
46 votes to 19. 

BY APPLICATION. 

Sir James Craig moved an amendment that 
every woman citizen of the age of 21 years 
or upwards and under the age of 65 years, 
and who is otherwise qualified for serving as 
a juror, may have her name placed on the 
panel of jurors by expressing in writing to 
the registration otlice of the district her 
willingness to serve, 

r, O Higgins said that he was prepared to 
accept the principle of the amendment, and 
he would submit it in another form on the 
report stage. 

Professor Magennis protested against: the 
‘dea that the proper claims of women should 
be met by an amendment of this type. it 
was discrimination against women as women. 

Major Bryan Cooper, supporting the amend- 
ment, said it would remove any conception 
that women were not fit to serve on a jury. 
He hoped their names would be found on a 
register, and it gave an opportunity to those 
women who were alive to their responsibility. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


PENALTIES. 

In Section 43, Mr. Johnson said that the 
minimum penalty of £5 on a juror who did 
not answer to a summons was excessive, and 
he thought the amount of the penalty should 
be left to the discretion of the judge. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that if a mimimum 
penalty of £5 conduced to a better attendance 
of jurors that would be its justification in 
the bill) The judge had discretion to accept 
a reasonable excuse for the absence of a juror. 
If, however, there was a considerable body of 
members of the Dail opposed to it he would 
be My tom to modify the sum. 

r. Hewat said that the minimum fine of 
£5 was harsh and ‘inequitable. One person 
might not mind paying the amount, but 
another might have only a small salary and 
could not afford to pay such a sum. He pro- 
tested against the sum as being excessive. 

Mr. Heffernan also said that the penalty 
was excessive. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he was agreeable 
to reduce the figure to £2.

Inniskilling Veteran's Death.—News has 
reached Omagh of the death at the Royal 
Hospital, Chelsea, of Pensioner Patrick

Fusiliers, at the age of 91 years. The late 
Mr. Bourke had an adventurous career. He 
was born at Ballitore, Co. Kildare, and en- 
listed in the 27th Inniskillings in 1854, and 
served with that battalion and on the per- 
manent staff of the old Donegal Militia for 
39 years «ontinuously. Shortly after his 
enlistment, en route to India, he was 
wrecked off Port Elizabeth, South Africa, 
when the troopship Charlotte met with 
disaster. Mr. Bourke took part in quelling 
the Indian Mutiny of 1857, and subsequently 
served with the Peshawar Light Horse in 
1858, for which services he was awarded two 
medals. His only son was killed at the 
battle of Colenso in December, 1899. 

Lorry Driver's Licence Endorsed.—James 
Brown, Clovelly street, Belfast, appeared 
before the magistrates in the Belfast Sum- 
mons Court as defendant in a case of alleged 
reckless driving. John H. O'Neill stated 
that about 5.5 p.m. on November 25th last 
he was motoring on the road from Dun- 
gannon to Armagh. At Mullnakill he saw a 
motor lorry approaching round the bend. 
He was on his proper side of the road at the 
time. The lorry driver was on the wrong 
side and lashed into his car. Had witness 
not gone ‘up on the ditch his wife and him- 
self would have been killed. The defendant 
said that O'Neill had lost control of the 
motor car and came rushing on the top of 
him. He stopped on seeing O’Neill coming. 
Cross-examined, the defendant said that he 
had not denied driving the lorry on the 
occasion. The date was not the 25th, but 
the 26th November. To his knowledge he 
was not on the road on the 25th. A fine of 
40s. was imposed, and defendant’s licence 
was ordered to be endorsed. 

Alibi Defence in Armed Robbery Case.— 
Before the Lord Chief Justice and a jury, 
sitting at the Belfast City Commission yester- 
day, a youth, Gerald O'Connor, of Forest 
street, in the Springfield district, pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of assaulting, while armed 
with a revolver, Thomas Parker, and robbing 
him by personal violence of £2 13s. Parker 
told the Court that he was collecting rents for 
Mr. James H. Dowling on an afternoon in 
February 7 last, when he was held up by two 
men at an entry between Forest and Fort 
streets, and robbed of £2 13s. O'Connor had 
a handkerchief round his head, but during 
the attack the disguise fell off, and witness 
had no difficulty in recognising him. Sergeant 
Heffernan said that the accused, when 
cautioned, replied, ‘‘I have nothing to say. 
I was at the gasworks.’’ David M‘Ginnis, 
employed in the outdoor department of the 
gasworks, corroborated the testimony of the 
prisoner as to the purchase of one gas ring. 
Several other witnesses, including the mother 
and brother of the prisoner, were called to 
support the alibi. The jury failed to agree, 
and prisoner was put back to the next Com- 
mission. The Crown intimated that they 
would be prepared to accept substantial bail. 

Benzol Barrel Explosion.—The dangers 
attendant upon the use of benzol were re- 
vealed at the inquest on Frederick W. Fuller- 
ton, Curzon street, Belfast, at the Coroner’s 
Court, Belfast. Dr. James Graham returned 
a verdict of ‘‘ accidental death.”’ Hugh 
Donaldson said that he was an apprentice in 
the employment of the J.D. Electric Co. 
Last Friday he was present when deceased 
was welding a steel barrel. As soon as 
Fullerton applied the electric welding process 
to the steel barrel it exploded. He then saw 
a shéet of flame envelop deceased, who fell 
backwards on the floor. Witness rushed to 
his assistance and covered him with several 
sacks. Witness stated that a bucket con- 
taining oil and petrol which was some dis- 
tance from the deceased man became ignited. 
The oil and petrol were used for cleaning 
purpeses. The Coroner expressed the hope 
that this regrettable accident would prove a 
warning to those using petrol or benzol. The 
extreme danger, he said; was not sufficiently 
realised by the majority of people.

Witness 
then struck at him with a stick, and 
Harrington fired a stone, which struck wit- 
ness in the head, Stones were also flung 
at him when he went for the rifle. 

“I was very excited and frightened, and 
a shot went off,’’ declared the witness. 

DOCTOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Dr. Moran, who examined the accused 
man on the evening of the shooting, said that 
his head was covered with blood. The wound 
might have caused a certain amount of 
mental confusion for the time being. 

The jury found the accused man guilty of 
manslaughter, with a strong recommendation 
to mercy. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that but for the 
strong recommendation of the jury he would 
have sentenced the prisoner to the severest 
penalty allowed by the jew.

LECTURE ON HYMNOLOGY AND

‘Lhe normal boy or 
girl should have a primary course completed 
in the twelfth year, and pupils should then 
be drafted to higher primary or secondary 
schools, where they would be given a general 
culturs education with a vocational bias. 
Hand:  t should figure prominently on the 
syllabus of such schools, and many secondarv 
schools in small urban areas could be adapted, 
with a suitable adjustment of the present 
programme, to this end. Local committees 
such as at present existed were essential. 
JUVENILE EMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 

Dr. W. Lombard Murphy, Mr. J. C. M. 
Eason, B.A., O.B.E (Messrs. Eason and 
Son), Mr. R. W. Booth (Messrs. Booth 
Brothers), and Mr. M. F. O’Brien. (Messrs. 
O’Brien and Co., mineral water manufae 
turers) gave evidence on behalf of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, 

Dr. Murphy pointed out that the volume 
of trade of other countries which had de- 


voted much time and attention to education | 


had increased. Like the farmers, those en- 
gaged in other industries found that one of 
the great problems they had to face was the 
low standard of knowledge possessed by those 
they employed. Among the causes that con- 
tributed to this low standard was the irre- 
gular attendance at the primary schools. 
this would be remedied under the School At- 
tendance Act. 

Their representatives on the Dublin Advi- 
sory Committee for Juvenile Employment had 
reported from time to time on the difficulties 
which confronted them in finding employment 
for the many juveniles of both sexes. These 
difficulties could be classified under two head- 
ings. 

(a) Low standard of education; 

(b) The difficulties of finding channels lead- 
ing to permanent employment. 


COMMISSION'S TASK. 

When they mentioned that juveniles below 
the fifth standard could not read and write 
the seriousness of the situation would be 
recognised. They strongly urged that more 
attention should be devoted to reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic; in addition, drawing 
should be restored as a compulsory subject. 
The Dublin Chamber of Commerce looked 
with confidence to this Commission to grapple 
with this problem, and to put forward con- 
sidered recommendations for dealing with it. 

In conclusion, Dr. Murphy said that there 
was need for continuation schools to help 
those who desired to continue their studies 
beyond the primary stage, and also to help 
those whose primary education was for any 
reason backward, .- 


A HIGHER TECHNICAL SCHOOL, 

It had also been long felt that a higher 
technical school or college should be estab. 
lished to enable those wh. desired to continue 
their studies into the higher grades; as well 
as for those who wished to become managers 
or leaders in industry. This college would 
also serve as a training school for their 
teachers to graduate in, and it would further 
serve as a stepping-stone to their universities, 
helping them to play a more useful and 
responsible part in the preparation of those 
already engaged in or who desired to adopt 
industrial careers.

TENANTS ASK FOR RETURN OF

A novel protest is bein made by tenants 
of Belfast Corporation houses. Considerable 
controversy has arisen, relative to the delay 
in completing purchase agreements in con- 
nection with municipal houses, and follow 
ing upon public meetings, at which resolu- 
tions have een adopted in strong criticism of 
the Corporation, the tenants are now indi- 
vidually addressing the following letter to 
the Town Clerk :'— 

‘‘Sir.—As the Belfast Corporation has 
failed to carry out their part of the agree- 
ment within a reasonable time, in regard to 
the purchase of this house (address herewith), 
I hereby demand the refund of the £10 de- 
posit with 54 per cent. interest. 

In an interview yesterday, Mr. Robert Hill, 
Secretary to the Corporation Tenants’ Asso- 
ciation, stated that, in addition to members 
of that organisation, unaffiliated tenants were 
joining readily in the demand above in- 
dicated. He pointed out that before taking 
over a Corporation house the intending tenant 
had to-cign a purchase agreement and make 
a deposit of £10, “ the balance to be paid 
off and the sale to be completed on or at 
any time before a date to be fixed.” 

Although, added Mr. Hill, tenants had re- 
peatedly asked for the agreements to be im- 
plemented, nothing has heen done in this 
direction by the Corporation.

Cattle and Credit. 


At the annual meeting of the Irish 
Cattle Traders’ and Stockowners’ Associa- 
tion, in Dublin yesterday, the Chairman, 
Senator J. J. Counihan, spoke plainly 
on the present state of the live-stock 
trade, During 1926 only. 521,091 beasts 
were exported from the Irish Free State— 
the lowest number for any year on record. 
Some part of the fall, compated with the 
miserably low total of 557,499 beasts in 
1925, may be explained by the strike in 
the British coal: mines. The war in thé 
meat trade between Argentine and British 
purveyors also told against the Irish stock- 
raiser. South American meat has been 
thrown upon the British market at prices 
so low as to be’ unprofitable to the ex- 
porters, save as a temporary sacrifice 
made in the hope of engrossing the 
business of the future. Against the 
enormously wealthy concerns which thus 
have forestalled their rivals the Irish 
farmers have competed in vain. These 
causes, however, are far from explaining 
the whole of the year’s adverse trade. 
They represent faults in the demand ; 
but, as Senator Counihan said yesterday, 
the chief fault. lies in the supply.. There 
were not sufficient Irish beasts of good 
quality and at.economic prices on offer. 
The reason is sadly obvious to all who 
have gone about. the countryside looking 
at depleted meadows and talking with our 
troubled farmers. In the best grazing 
districts many farms are but half stocked, 
and in some areas they are virtually 
denuded of their animal population. The 
re-stocking of the farms of half the 
country is an immense task. Government 
assistance is indispensable, and the 
Free State Banking Commission report 
promises that it will be furnished. 
Nevertheless, the present stringency of 
credit is not due ‘wholly to that lack of 
resources which the Free State Govern- 
ment is expected to remedy. Senator 
Counihan appealed to the banks to 
practise a more liberal policy on their 
own responsibility. Rightly did he couple 
this appeal with another to the farmers 
themselves for a more self-confident atti- 
tude. ‘“ Farmers,” he said, “ must realise 
that the foundation ofallcredit . . . is 
common honesty—a strict sense of honour 
in the carrying, out of obligations.” 
Many Irish farmers “ fall short of this 
standard, preferring agitation, doles and 
grants to honesty and self-dependence.” 
Before the war, and the general disturb- 
ance of social -relations which followed, 
rural Ireland. had - the - soundest ‘credit 
that could be desired. If those conditions 
are to return with the general settlement 
of the country, our farmers must resume 
that conscientious resolution to fulfil 
their obligations, at whatever cost to 
themselves, that made, them, such trust- 
worthy. borrowers.in other days, The re- 
stocking of land and the re-establishment 
of credit, however, must be supported by 
an alert policy in transport and market- 
ing. While the prices of live-stock have 
fallen almost .to their pre-war level, 
transport ¢osts still are from 100 to 200 
per cent, higher than in 1914. Senator 
Counihan was able, however, to announce 
yesterday the assurance of an early -im- 
provement in shipping arrangements.

A change came with the introduc- 
tion of the totalisator, which bas worked 
to _ everybody’s satisfaction and 
abolished the clubs’ anxieties concerniny 
finance. Last year the country, with a 
population of 1,500,000, invested £8,445 859 
on the machine Of this sum £7,183.135 
was paid in dividends; £622,479 was 
claimed by State taxation, and £671,433 
was retained by the clubs. Thus, the money 
deducted from the investments made with 
the totalisator was a little more than four- 
teen per cent., of which amount, roughly, 
one-half went back to racing and the other 
half went to the Government. On ‘this 
analogy, in England and Wales, where the 
results of the new betting tax hitherto have 
been most disappointing for the Govern- 
ment, the use of the totalisator ought to be 
able to help racing and a sorely pressed 
National Exchequer to the extent of some 
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one-third of that sum, it would bring a

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‘Under the rules of racing in New Zealan 
the amount received by the clubs must’ be 
paid in stakes, during the succeeding year;

“The totalisator has made a larger propor- 
tion of gamblers, in small sums, than existed 
before its introduction; but the gamblers are 
wonderfully sane and self-possessed people, 
and understand that the odds on the machine, 
thanks to the clubs’ deductions and the 
Government's taxation, are all against them, 
offering no opportunity to the plunger, 
Betting is counted by casual visitors to the 
racecourse as a prevalent vice among New 
Zealanders, but it is a vice that expresses 
itself in half-crowns rather than in pounds, 
and the ruined gamester in the Dominion is 
@ rare spectacle indeed.”

Gifts to Geneva. 


The Industrial Labour Office at Geneva 
is being furnished by the several member 
States of the League of Nations. Next to 
the great cathedrals, houses of God, no 
building can be more worthy of the fairest 
adornment than a temple which civilisa- 
tion, at last conscious of its essential 
unity, is dedicating to the peace of the 
world. By some man’s happy thought, 
every State which adheres to the League 
of Nations has been invited to enrich 
Labour’s temple at Geneva with an 
example of the art in which it excels or 
of the natural product which it has 
brought to a special strength or beauty. 
So, in ancient times, Athens sealed 
alliances with cargoes of her Pentelic 
marble, and the Kings of Jerusalem and 
Tyre exchanged gifts of purple robes and 
cedar-wood from Lebanon. England is 
sending to Geneva specimens of the oak- 
panelling which is the glory of her Tudor 
and Jacobean houses: and France is 
sending some of her famous tapestries. 
We announce to-day that the Free State 
Government has commissioned Mr. Harry 
Clarke to prepare, as a gift for Geneva, 
a stained glass window which will 
illustrate some story or fancy of modern 
Irish literature. ‘The Government's choice 
of its material is fortunate, since in 
modern years our country has achieved 
European honour in the making of 
stained glass. Its choice of a craftsman 
is fortunate, and we hope that the choice 
of Mr. Clarke's subject wil] be fortunate, 
too.

PEARIL-FISHING IN 
IRELAND. 


A VANISHED INDUSTRY 
(By C. H. MEAGHER.) 


N interesting industry in Ireland during 
A the seventeenth century was that of 
; Íreshwater pearl-fishing, but, like gold 
mining in the Wicklow mountains, it has 


.completely disappeared. The Irish pearl-bearing 


mussel is a long, black shell-fish, not unlike 
a saugage in shape. It was, and is still, 
found in the rivers and lakes of Ireiand, 
except in the Midlands, where the limestone 
waters render its survival impossible. The 
Slaney was very prolific. The mussel still is 
found there, and also in Loughs Gill, Corrib 
and Neagh, and in West Cork. 

The shell-fish, when irritated by foreign 
substances, which gain access to its shell and 
cannot. be expelled, covers the irritant with 
a viscous coating of fluid mother-of-pearl. 
When this coating hardens it leaves a round 
object, which is the much-admired pearl. 
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Two hundred years ago many peasants, 
driven from the soil by economic pressure, 
and unwilling to become mendicants, found 
in the pecrl-fishing industry a means of 
prolonging existence. Some few, indeed, were 
fortunate in finding good-class pearls, and 
thus they were enabled to purchase land and 
re-establish themselves as farmers. 

At the end of the summer months, when 
the lakes and rivers were at their lowest, 
the toilers collected the pearls. The workers, 
wading to the waist, tore the limpets from 
the water-covered stones, dropping them into 
baskets slung across their shoulders. The 
mussels were conveyed to the bank and 
spread on the sands, and left for some days 
to dry. - They then were easily opened and 
the contents extracted. Pearls found inside 
were husbanded in a linen bag, tied with a 
leather thong, until the end of the season. 
Little discrimination was used in the search 
for pearls. Small and large, young and old, 
the mussels were gathered and killed, with 
the result that the industry decayed.

The harvest, mostly seed pearls, was sold 
to Dublin merchants, who exported them to 
the English capital. London goldsmiths used 
them in the various decorative fashions of 
that. ‘“‘exquisite’’ period—on ° eat-rings, 
cravat-pins and brooches. The seed-pearl was 
largely used to decorate frames of the beanti- 
ful miniature oil paintings of the era, being 
mounted thereon in silver and gold settings.

A Franco-British Conference. 


A meeting, to take place in London, 
has been arranged between representa- 
tives of French industries and of the 
Federation of British Industries for 
March 7th and 8th. The French deélegates 
are numerous and important, and include 
some fifteen names famous in France. 
The representatives of the Federation will 
include Sir Max Muspratt, Sir Eric 
Geddes, Colonel Armstrong, Colonel 
Willey, Sir Vincent Caillard, Sir Peter 
Rylands, and other well-known men of 
the industrial world. The programme of 
business includes consideration of the 
organisation of production, including, in 
particular, international agreements con- 
sidered from the point of view of produc- 
tion, of the customer, and of labour, 
their legal position, and their connection 
with the Customs problem. It will be 
recalled that a somewhat similar con- 
ference held with a number of German 
industrialists created a great stir in the 
business world last year. 


Overseas Trade. 


The advice given by the Prince of Wales 
on Monday at, the British Industries Fair 
dinner at the Mansion House, par 
ticularly to those engaged in export trade, 
has resulted in the revelation of a 
promising development. The Export Credit 
Guarantee Branch of the Overseas Trade 
Department has been working quietly 
since last July on a scheme, recognising 
that a demand exists for the insurance of 
credits for export trade which is not 
unsound in character, and that the exist- 
ing facilities were inadequate to meet 
the. demand. The Department is pre 
pared to encourage exporters by offering 
msurance that the debts due to them 
from abroad will be paid, and, under 4 
system of co-operation, will carry as much 
as 75 mer cent. of the risk. The scheme 
is applicable to.all engaged in the export 
trade for goods wholly or partly pro 
duced. or manufactured, in the United 
Kingdom.

‘Mighty masses are marching under the 
Soviet star, under the banner of Communism, 
Comrades, our ‘proletariat is ready to do 
everything to strengthen the forces of World. 
revolution, and to facilitate the progress there- 
of. Has not our party proved that it will do 
everything necessary to defend the 
cause of World-revolution? During the 
great English strike, during the great 
China revolution, ‘Our party — we can 
and dare to \aéssert this — has shown 
itself in the forefront. And we here declare 
that if history shall produce stjll greater 
tasks, we will throw all our forces into the 
scale of World-revolution, and will fight to a 
victorious finish.” 

These attacks by M. Bukharin on the 
British Empire received’ the direct ap- 
proval of the Soviet. Government in a 
speech by M. Rykov, President of the 
Soviet of People’s Commissars, on Novem- 
ber 3rd,. when he congratulated the party 
conference on the unanimity with which 
its resolutions had been adopted. 

The last two quotations illustrate the

“The hostile character of the contents 
of the Seviet Press is also noturious. - 
regarding other organs, it is sufficient to 
point out that the Jsvestia is stated in a 
decree of the Praesidium of the Central 
Executive Committee of the Soviet Union 
to be the. official organ of the Central 
Executive Committee. Its publishing office 
is described as a State organ not pursuing 
objects of commercial profit, and it is ex- 
empted from all State taxes. 

“The Soviet -Government are, there- 
fore, directly responsible for what appears 
in it—that is to say, for such things as the 
letter of the Executive Committee of the 
Communists’ International in support of 
the general strike in Great Britain; and, 
lastly, the grossly insulting and menda- 
cious cartoon on the front page of the 
issue of December 29th, depicting — the 
British Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs as applauding the execution of 
Lithuanian Communists; and the leading 
article in the same number on the same 
subject. | 

“In recording this deplorable attitude 
of the Soviet léaders, His Majesty's 
Government have no intention of embark- 
ing on a controversy with them. 

“Publicly - recorded speeches and 
articles in official organs are incontro- 
vertible facts, about which no argument is 


possible. 


BRITISH TOLERANCE. 


“Nor can the Soviet Government be 
under the illusion that their sentiments 
have passed unnoticed in this country. 
Not only have they been reported in the 
daily Press, but from time to time men of 
authority have been compelled to give ex- 
pression to the indignation inspired by 
the open hostility of the Soviet Govern- 
ment to the British Empire and their 
public attacks on British interests.

A NEW ELEMENT.

SHANGHAI, Wednesday Midnight. 

The Shanghai military situation became 
a triangular affair to-day, when 10,000 
Shantung troops, under the Fengtien 
General, Chang Chung Chang, crossed the 
Yangtse at Nanking, and started to ad- 
vance towards Shanghai along the 
Shanghai Railway. 

The entrance of the Fengtien into the 
Lower Yangtse is leading to various specu- 
lations, one of the most plausible being 
that Marshal Sun Chuan-fang will shortly 
be eliminated, and proceed to Japan; 
while General Chang Chung Chang is 
scheduled to command the Northern forces 
opposing the Cantonese advance. 

Another explanation is to the effect that 
Marshal Ch&ng Tso-lin, convinced of the 
early elimination of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang, is planning a drive,on Shanghai in 
order to obtain a position where he can 
better negotiate a compromise with the 
Southerners over the revenues of the 
Shanghai district, including the division of 
surtaxes, amounting approxi- 
mately to seventeen millions annually. 

The Nationalist leaders at Shanghai are 
seemingly undisturbed by the entrance of 
the Fengtien into the picture, claiming 
that the Cantonese Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek is planning a drive north-east- 
ward from Kiukiang across Anhwei Pro- 
vince for the purpose of cutting the rail- 
way northward of Nanking, and prevent- 
ing General Chang Chung Chang from 
sending a large force southward. 

The Nationalsst forces occupied the City 
of Kashsing, fifty miles southward of 
Shanghai to-day, forcing the evacuation of 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang’s troops, which, 
according to the latest advices, are falling 
back on Shanghai, and hoping to make a 
stand at Sungkiang.

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A GIETED ADVOCATE 


DEATH OF SIR EDWARD 
MARSHALL HALL. 


In Sir Edward Marshall-Hall, K.C., who 
died at midnight in his flat in Wimpole 
street, London, the.English Bar has lost, 
one of its most brilliant advocates. Sir 
Edward's health had not been good, and 
when in the middle of last January he was 
striken with influenza it became apparent 


that his case was grave. Complications |. 


followed, and reports became disquieting. 
A’ bullétin issued yesterday morning 


| stated that he had had a quieter night, 


and had enjoyed some sleep, but that his 
condition still was critical. 

The youngest son of the late Dr. Alfred 
Hall, F.R.C.P., Sir Edward Marshall-Hall 
was born at Brighton on September 16, 1858. 
He was educatéd at Rugby, at which school 
he was Mathematical Prizeman,; and at St. 
John’s College, Cambridge,.where, in 1882, he 
took his Arts degree. In the following year 
he was cailed to the Bar at the Inner Temple, 
of which, in 1910, he was elected Bencher. 
Nearly thirty years have passed since he took 
silk, and in the interval his advocacy has 
found scope in nearly every case of note. 
J.ondon, the South-Eastern Circuit, and the 
Sussex Sessions were the scenes of his in- 
fumerable triumphs. = °° > 
Sir Edward, like many other able:advocates, 
felt. something of the spell of politics. The 
atmosphere of Parliament appealed to him, 
and in the “ khaki’’ election of 1900 he 
contested Southport as Conservative. Lord 
Curzon of Kedleston formerly had represented 
the * constitnency, and Sir Edward’s re- 
semblance to him was regarded as an asset. He 
won the seat, defeating Sir George Pilkington, 
the sitting Liberal member, but at the next 


election he was himself unseated by a Liberal | 


in the person of the present’ Mr: Justice 
Astbury. The next general “election; four 
years later, saw Sir Edward. Marshall Hall 
returned for the East Toxteth Division of 
Liverpool, and íor six years he represented 
it in Parliament. i 

In 1916, when the war was at its height, 
Sir Edward was appointed Recorder of Guild- 
ford, and in the following year he was 
created Knight. Despite his many arduous 
engagements as an = advocate, Sir Edward 
Marshall Hall sat regularly at the Guildford 
Borough Quarter Sessions. His absence 
from the bench at the last ~ sessions 
brought forth the first news of ‘his illness. 
One of Sir - Edward's last public appearances 
was at Bridgend (South .Wales) Police Court 
in the beginning of January, when he de- 
fended the colliery owners in a case when a 
p:t boy lost his life through touching a live 
wire fence during the coal dispute. ©

A CHARACTER SKETCH. 

Few members oí the Bar were better known 
to the public than Marshall-Hall, says 
The Times, for he had appeared in a long 
succession of cases of widespread interest, and 
by reason both of his successful methods of 
advocacy, and of his fine personal appearance, 
he had become, in popular imagination, the 
ideal type of what a Counsel should be. 

His torensic career has much general in- 
terest, especially* to students of the less 
agreeable sides of life revealed in the daily 
law reports, and the names of a few of the 
trials, famous in their day, in which he ap- 
peared, will recall many memories. Strangely 
enough, perhaps the most important case in 
which he was concerned came tohim when he 
had been called less than three years, for he 
appeared in 1886 with Sir Walter, afterwards 
Lord, Phillimore, and Mr., afterwards Mr. 
Justice, Bargrave Deane, for the Queen’s 
Proctor in the Crawford-Dilke case. 

SOME NOTEWORTHY CASES. 

After giving details of criminal cases in 
which Marshall-Hall was concerned, The Times 
says:—At the end of 1926 he-achieved a great 
personal triumph in -procuring the acquittal 
at Maidstone, before Mr. Justice Avory, of 
one Smith, on a charge of murdering -his 
wife’s lover at a villa—Stella Maris—on the 
Kent coast. He was quick-witted, sufficiently 
obvious in his humour to be understood by 
the multitude, full of an explosive sort of 
common-sense, and given to that picturesque 
exaggeration, which counts for much with 
jurres. «ie himself would have made no claim 
to excellence in purely legal argument. 

In private life Marshall-Hall was a genial 
companion, kind-hearted and generous, and a 
good teller of stories. In his later years his 
health declined and he often addressed the 
Court seated. He became, too, an ardent 
spiritualist, and on several occasions appeared 
as chairman or speaker at spiritualist meet- 
ings. For a good many years he amused 
himself with collecting snuff boxes, miniatures 
and other objects of art, and at his sale in 
1922 some high prices were realised. He was 
also a keen golfer,

The Trish Cattle Traders’ and Stock- 
owners Association, which held its annual 
meeting in the City Arms Hotel, Dublin, 
last night, reported continued depression 
in the live stock industry. The decline in 
the exports from Free State ports, it was 
suggested, was due to lack of supply rather 
than to lack of demand in Great Britain. 

Traders in Birkenhead are pressing for 
a change in the Dublin weekly market day 
from Thursday to Wednesday, in order to 
be able to show cattle which are shipped 
from the Liffey in a better condition than 
is possible at present. It. is understood 
that the proposed change will be con- 
sidered at a conference representative of 
all parties concerned. 


FALLING EXPORTS.

SUGGESTED CAUSES. 

The Chairman (Senator J. J. Counithan) 
said that the past year, like its . prede- 
cessor, had been a depressing one in the 
live stock industry. A glance at the re- 
turns of exports disclosed the fact that the 
volume of our trade was still on the de- 
cline. For the year 1926 the total of cattle 
shipped from the Free State ports was 
521,691, as compared with 557,499 for the 
year 1925. Naturally, they who were en- 
gaged in this.staple industry could not 
view this falling off with feelings of 
equanimity. Moreover, it was a matter 
which touched every form of commercial 
activity in the country, and one of which it 
behoved them all to seek. out the causes, 
and..use the best endeavours to arrest the 
downward. movement. 

The question naturally arcse, to what 
was the falling off in the exports of live 
stock attributable? Was it lack of supply 
or lack of demand? He thought that the 
answer inclined more to the view that the 
falling off was due to the lack of supply. 
It was true the demand was also hampered 
to a large extent by the coal strike, and 
the meat trade war which was going on 
between rival interests, and in conse- 
quence foreign meat was offered in the 
Britiish markets at ruinous prices, and 
supplies were much beyond the normal 
requirements. Those causes would to 
some extent lessen the demand for Irish 
produce. Be that as it might, he was 
still of opinion that the cause was lack of 
supply. 

“Tt is,’ he said, “ common knowledge 
that in many of the best stock-raising 
counties farims were only half stocked last 
season, and some, in fact, were left 
derelict for want of capital, and many 
herds in the dairying counties were dis- 
posed of in recent years for causes known 
to everyone, which the farmers were never 
able to replace. This is a serious matter 
which should have the immediate atten- 
tion of the authorities ; for any falling off 
in the dairying industry strikes at the 
source of tne cattle trade, and is most de- 
trimental to the economic position of the 
country.” 

THE BANKER AND THE FARMER. 

Recently the Banking Commission issued 
its report, and he might mention in con- 
nection with this that they were asked to 
give evidence with regard to agricultural 
credits. Their able colleague, Mr. John 
Leonard, attended and gave evidence. He 
did not know what was to be.done to give 
the recommendations effect, but he did say 
that without any legislation or pressure 
from any source the promptings of 
common-sense should induce the banker to 
stand by the farmer in the crisis he was 
passing through, and let him have reason- 
able credit at a moderate rate of interest 
at the present time. It was beyond ques- 
tion that the Irish banks owed their undis- 
puted prosperity to the farmer, and their 
present stringency was hard to understand. 
In this case bankers had a grave responsi- 
bility, and failure to sense the needs of 
agriculture and its premier industry, the 
live stock trade, would have its repercus- 
sion in the near future. á : 

On the other hand, farmers must recog- 
nise that the foundation of all credit, 
whether it was provided by bank or 
Government, was common honesty, a 
strict sense of honour in carrying out 
obligations. . It was an unpleasant truth 
that -many of their Irish farmers fell 
short. of this standard, preferring agita- 
tion, doles and grants to honesty and self- 
dependence. Such people had only 
themselves to blame if for this reason 
credit facilities were denied them, and 
larid as a security was of doubtful value 


where personal integrity is lacking. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH MENACE. 

Turning td the activities of the asso- 
ciation during the past year, he had to 
deplore, notwithstanding every effort, the 
unsettled question of foot-and-mouth 
disease compensation at British landing 
places. This menace still hung over the 
trade, and, with recurring outbreaks of 
this fell disease in England, they were 
still faced with the nightmare that their 
stock might be slaughtered at any time 
without one penny compensation from any 
source. Surely this was a matter olf 
sufficient urgency to warrant the Minister 
for Agriculture bringing to bear all his 
efforts for a solution. 

The question of railway rates had 
again come into prominence with the re- 
vision of rates by the Railway Tribunal. 
They had stated their case through their 
National Executive, and had strongly 
objected to the present and proposed rates 
on live stock on the grounds that they 
were uneconomic, and a burden which the 
live stock trade was totally unable to 
bear. The producer of live stock was 
only getting for some time past 15 to 20 
per cent. more than pre-war prices ; while 
railway freights were over 100 per cent., 
shipping freights were 140 per cent., and 
all other charges 150 to 200 per cent. 
more than pre-war, with other additional 
charges at the ports which did not than 
exist. While those exorbitant charges 
were in force it was not possible to carry 
on with any measure of success.

HEAVY SENTENCES ON 
THREE FRENCHMEN.

The Correctional Court this afternoon 
pronotinced judgment in the case of the 
official and two journalists who were 
accused of receiving large sums from 
aspirants to the Legion of Honour in 
return for helping the latter to secure an 
ornament for the buttonholes. 

M. Marcel Ruotte, an official of the 
Ministry of Commerce, has been sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
95,000 francs (about £790), | 

M. Emile Demoulin, a publicity agent, 
has been condemned to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment and 125,000 francs (about 
£1,040) fine, ‘and M. Louis Camuzet, 
secretary to a Paris newspaper, to one 
year’s imprisonment and 95,000 francs 
(£790) fine. | 

All these sentences are without the 
benefit of the First Offenders Act. In 
addition all the accused have been con- 
demned ‘to five years’ local banishment. 

The sentences (adds The Times) are 
exceptionally heavy for French justice, and 
show that thé Court took an extremely 
serious view of the case, and was satisfied 
that the traffic had been carried on to a 
considerable extent. - )

T is not certain that the Dail will go 

into Committee on the Liquor Bill to- 
day, as arranged. When the matter was 
referred to in the House yesterday it was 
mentioned that certain other business 
awaited disposal. Mr. O’Higgins said 
that he was not greatly. concerned 
whether the House took the Committee 
stage on to-morrow or Tuesday next, but 
eventually it was agreed that considera- 
tion of proposed amendments should be 
begun to-day if time permitted. 

It is not expected that the necessary 
time will be found, or, if it is, net more 
than two or three of the hundred-odd 
amendments tabled can possibly receive 
attention. The bulk of the amendments 
must obviously rémain to form the busi- 
ness of the next sitting, and, 
perhaps, many subsequent sittings. 


MINISTER’S AMENDMENTS. 

In fulfilment of his promise to the 
House, Mr. O'Higgins yesterday tabled 
his own amendments to the bill. Follow- 
ing is the Minister’s proposed modification 
of the automatic endorsement clause :— 

“(1). Whenever the holder of a licence 
for the sale of intoxicating liquor 1s 
convicted by a Justice of the Listrict 
Court of an offence, a conviction for 
which is required by this Act to be 
recorded on such licenee, such Justice 
may, if satisfied that by reason of ex- 
tenuating circumstances (which shall re- 
late only to the technical’ character or 
the trivial nature of the offence) such 
conviction ought not to be recorded on 
such licence, make an order stating 
such extenuating circumstances. and de. 
claring that such conviction shall not 
be recorded; and whenever such order 
is so made such conviction shall not 
be so recorded. 

“ (2)... Whenever an order is made by a 
Justice of the District Court under the 
foregoing sub-section, on a priseen tion 4 
at the instance of a member of the 
(Garda Siochana, an appeal shall lie at 
the instance of such prosecutor to the 
Judge of the Ciremt Court, within 
whose circuit the district or part of 
the district of such Justice is situate, 
against such order, but not against the 
conviction in respect of which such 
order wos made; and if such appeal is 
dismissed. such Judge may order the 
costs of the appeal to be paid by such 
prosecutor.” 

THE “ BONA FIDE.” 

As to the bona fide traffic, the Minister 
has tabled an amendment to allow a con- 
tinuous opening from 1 p.m. to 7 p.m. in- 
stead of the split hours (1 p.m.-3 p.m. and 
ó p.m.-5 p.m.) originally proposed. . Dur- 
ing an appointed period of Summer Time 
the new opening hours will, if the 
Minister's amendment is carried, be ex- 
tended by an hour—that is to say, to 
8 p.m. Where, however, application 1s 
made to the District Justice by an on- 
licence holder during the “ appointed 
period ” of Summer Trme for permission 
to have his trading hours altered to 2 p.m.- 
9 p.m., the Justice is to have discretion 
to grant such application : 

“The Justice of the District Court may in 
his discretion, on the application of the 
holder of an on-licence in respect of 
premises situate in the licensing area, 
and after hearing the principal officer 
of the Garda Siochana in the: licensing 
area, substitute the hours of 2 o’cloek 
and 9 o'clock in the afternoon for the 
hours of 1 o'clock and 8 o'clock men. 
tioned in the foregoing sub-section in 
relation to Sundays during a period of 
summer time, and whenever such order 
Is so made the foregoing sub-section 
shall, during the residue of the period 
of summer time current at the date of 
the order, or where such order is not 
made during a period of summer time, 
during the period of summer time com- 
mencing next afier the date of the 
order, have effect 2s if the hours men- 
tioned therein in relation to Sundays 
during a period of summer time were 2 
o'clock and 9 o’elock in the afternoon.”’ 

[hese are the principal amendments 
tabled by the Minister, and they embody 
all the concessions promised by him on the 
second reading. There remains the qués- 
tion of afternoon closing in the county 
boroughs, and this, he has intimated, will 
be decided by a free vote of the Chamher. 

Of the remaining amendments submitted 
to the Clerk’s office five or six come from 
individual members of the Government 
Party, notably Messrs. P. W. Shaw and 
P. J. Egan. Mr. Shaw seeks to have the 
trading hours proposed for urban county _ 
districts, with a population exceeding 
5,000, applied to urban county towns 
whose populations exceed the same figure ;

TRIAL OF ENGLISHMAN BEGUN

PARIS, Wednesday. 

Prev.day. | The trial of the Englishman, Captain 

878 | Vivian Stranders, who was arrested on De- 
cember 21st last on a charge of espionage on 
behalf of Germany, took place to-day in 
camera, as is the custom with cases which 
have to do with national defence. 

Captain Stranders was not brought before 
the Cosreckianad Tribunal till half-past four, 
the court having been occupied with other 
business. The court is presided over by M. 
Gorse, The court was cleared by Republican 
Guards, neither reporters nor members of the 
Bar being admitted. 

The accused is described as a man of 
about forty, growing grey on the temples. 
He sat between two ‘Republican Guards. He 
is assisted by a counsel who wears the Legion 
of Honour and the Crois de Guerre, Maitre 
Gervais. 

In response to the usual formal interroga- 
tions the accused replied in a steady voice. 

Among the witnesses will be managers of 
aircraft building firms, and heads of Govern- 
ment departments.

THE DUBLIN MARKET DAY. 

Mr. Richard Robinson, Birkenhead, said 
that he had been asked to mention that 
traders in Birkenhead were handicapped 
because they could not show cattle in proper 
condition on the day of their arrival from 
Dublin. If the Dublin market day could be 
altered from Thursday to Wednesday it would 
give these traders an opportunity of selling 
Dublin cattle along with those from other 
parts of Ireland. Most of the cattle at 
Birkenhead were sold on Thursday and 
Friday, and those shipped from Cork, Water- 
ford, Drogheda, and other places arrived on 
Wednesday, giving time to have them pro- 
perly shown. At present cattle sold in Dublin 
had to be rushed to an early boat and were 
not fit to show on the day of arrival, which 
was a big handicap to traders. 

With regard to freights they had the same 
difficulty. The rates between Dublin and 
Birkenhead were 200 per cent. over pre-war 
rates, and it cost less to send cattle from 
Dublin to an inland station i England than 
it did from Dublin to Birkenhead. Since 
the amalgamation of the railway companies 
they did not get nearly the same facilities 
as in the past. This was a very bad job 
for trade generally, and it was time that 
the Government of the country took the 
matter in hands. 

INCREASING COMPETITION. 

The outlook was very bad. He had been 
in business for 45 years and never knew 
it to be worse, The competition that they 
had to meet from Argentina was very severe. 
Meat from that country was lower in price 
than in pre-war days. They were selling meat 
in England at less per Ib. than last year, 
and trade was considerably worse than during 
the coal strike.

ITS MAIN OBJECTS. 

In a lecture on “The Economics of Em- 
ployment.’’. delivered in University College, 
Dublin, last night, Professor B. F. Shields 
said that the main objects of vocational 
guidance are to avoid the economic wastage 
of young people entering occupations for 
which they are not fitted, and to prevent the 
frequent change of occupation which some- 
times occurs in the early stages of industrial 
life. It endeavours to secure a general in- 
crease in national efficiency, and to Jéssen 
unemployment in so far as it may be due 
to a failure of the schools to supply the types 
of employés who are in demand. 

In practically every European country the 
Governments and private investigators have 
within the last decade conducted special re- 
searches into the qualifications essential for 
entering various classes of employments, and 
have laid down certain rules which are help- 
ful to young people ta select occupations for 
which they are well qualified | 

The relation between hours and industrial 
efficiency was discussed in the light of 
various experiments. made in different 
countries. The method of recording the 
average output of each consecutive hour of a 
series of working days, known as the work 
curve, is considered to be the most scientific. 
Types of working activities may be classified, 
semi-automatic machine, muscular body, 
dexterous hand, fully automatic machine, and 
clerical, and comparisons were made as re- 
gards the hourly and aggregate results of a 
nine or ten hour day with those of an eight 
hour day. In the cases of all types, except 
the fully automatic machine, it has heen found 
that the hourly output has increased in vary- 
ing degrees, dependent on the amount of 
energy and attention necessary to be applied 
by the worker. In many cases the introduc- 
tion of the shorter working day after the war 
was a powerful stimulus to technical improve- 
ments and re-organisation of business firms, 
and to the introduction of new machinery. 
These compensating factors were limited Ty 
the degree of perfection of the existing equip- 
ment, the length of time necessary to carry 
out the different imnmrovements, and the 
amount of capital available for this purpose.

Str,—Perhaps, you will allow me the oppor- 
tunity of explaining that I was not nt 
at the conference of the British ion 
(Southern Area) when the resolution in 
reference to the Irish National War Memorial, 
as published in your issue of Monday last, 
was adopted. I attended the opening session’ 
on Saturday, but was prevented by a poli- 
tical e nt from attending a further 
session held on Sunday. Possibly there were 
others in a similar position to myself. Had 
I been present, I should have found myself 
compelled to dissent from the resolution in 
question, as it appears to have been based 
upon a complete misconception of the facts. 
The British Legion itself, of course, can 
claim no power of disposing of the Irish 
National War Memorial Fund. The fund 
was provided by subscribers from all the 32 
counties in Ireland, and the High Court has 
decided, with obvious justice, t the trust 
upon which the money is now held is a trust 
fo“ the erection of a National War Memorial 
to commemorate Ireland’s dead in the Great 
War, and that it does not permit of the 


or relief work. The High Court also 
decided that the Merrion Square Scheme 
would provide an appropriate execution of 
that trust, and the scheme was settled under 
its supervision. 

The only possible effect of the resolution 
of the conference last Sunday is to play into 
the hands of those who, from entirely dif- 
ferent’ motives, desire to wreck the proj 
for an Irish National War Memorial in any 
prominent place in the capital city of Ireland, 
I personally believe that there. should be 
such a memorial. I also believe that the 
bulk of those who fought and of their 
families and friends want such a memorial, 


honour towards those who fought and those 
who died, and those who took pride in their 
services, and those who subscribed the 
money, demands that ther» shall be a proper 
all-Ireland memorial on a scale commensurate 
with the ‘greatness of Ireland’s war effort 
and with the immense sacrifice of her dead. 
No country needs a great memorial so much 
as Ireland, since she alone has been made 
the victim of widespread attempts to be- 
little her share in the war, Is she -alone of 
the nations that fought to remain without 
a worthy memorial? I do not believe for one 
instant that the people of Ireland or the

Sir,—I note with satisfaction the statement 
of Mr. Biggar, President of the London As- 
sociation of Accountants, that this association 
welcomes young men who have gained 
accountancy experience, not with chartered 
accountants only, but also with large com- 
mercial houses. This is as it should be, but 
why should we exclude women? My principal 
purpose, however, in venturing to claim your 
indulgence is to urge upon Irish chartered 
accountants the necessity of including in their 
training modern factory accountancy, so as 
to be able, when called upon, to instal into a 
factory a system of accounts that will pre- 
determine costs and set up trustworthy manu- 
facturing standards, and also to connect the 
factory costs with the financial books of the 
firm. We must realise that a knowledge of 
costs is essential to the manufacturer in 
meeting competition and in making sure that 
the business is stable. Generally, professional 
accountants seem to have failed to fit their 
work into the broad scheme of productive in- 
dustry, and have left this branch of their 
work to efficient engineers. Why, then, 
should these not be eligible for registration ?—

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Remarks have already appeared in 
the Press as to the contents of the Registered 
Accountants Bill, to which I should like to 
add one or two points that have been ap- 
parently ignored. The Society and Institute 
are bodies who at present enjoy a good re- 
putation, and they imply through their sec- 
retaries’ letter that other associations of ac- 
countants do not rank for recognition on 
their merits,. apart from the concessions 
given under the bill. Not many years. back 
these two bodies, which were registered in 
comparatively recent dates, did not commence 
with the five years’ articies which are now 
demanded; and to-day the request that ac- 
countancy assistants should have the five 
years’ article from the date of their birth 
is inconsistent. 

It was recognised in 1914 that clerks having 
had five years’ practical experience in an 
accountant’s office were considered to be 
of sufficient intelligence to carry out auditing 
work, To-day the Society and Institute have 
apparently decided to ignore this point. 
According to the Directory, there are now 
four associations, which, of course, are junior 
to the senior associations, two of which 
are the Corporate and London Associations of 
Accountants. The Corporate Accountants have 
a membership of approximately 1,000, and 
have, therefore, the largest membership in 
Saorstat Éireann. The Corporate Accountants 
are an association recognising articles, and 
some of their members in the city to-day 
have articled clerks with two to four years 
of this period expired. Under the bill the 
Society and Institute claim the right to with- 
hold consent to their admittance at the ex- 
piration of the five years’ articles. 

Present members of the Corporate Ac- 
countants, who are not in public practice, are 
to be excluded from the register, although 
they have spent years of study and amounts 
of money to enable them to pass the Cor- 
porate Accountants’ preliminary, inter- 
mediate and final examinations; and no 
entry would be allowed of these on the re- 
gister, even though a clause is inserted giving 
such privilege to the non-practising members 
of the Society and Institute. The Society 
and Institute consider that they have met 
the claims of the junior accountants; but it 
really means that there is a deliberate attempt 
to wipe out the Corporate Accountants and 
London Association of Accountants under 
their proper heading, and to substitute a 
title known as “ registered accountants,’’ 
which, under the bill, may include a number 
of what is known as ‘“spare-time ac- 
countants '” and ‘‘ quacks.”—Yours, etc.

A DATRYMAN’S COMPLAINT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Srr,—I would like to cail the attention of 

the Free State dairy farmer to the mypnner in 
which their Agricultural Department is 
neglecting their interesis and pandering to 
the demands of the owners of good fattening 
country, who require store cattle to fatten and 
sell at a profit: Why should the dairyman, 
whose main source of income is from milk, 
be compelled to breed shorthorn beef cattle 
or, as the Department ininsinuates, dual pur- 
pose cattle for milking purposes? You can- 
not have milk and beef out of the same 
animal, You must go for either one or the 
other. A cow cannot put fat on herself and 

ut it in the milk-pail at the same time. A 
fat herd is not a paying herd from a milker’s 
point of view. 

A dairyman who is induced by the Depart- 
ment to breed such stock, with the idea of 
getting a better price for his stores, breeds 
those stores at a loss; what he gains extra 
from. his stores he loses twice over in his 
milk account. He becomes a charitable insti- 
tution for his luckier and lazier neighbours 
who own good fattening country. He sup- 
plies them with store cattle at a loss to him- 
self, so that they may become rich at his 
expense. For years the Irish tag have 
been impoverished througl breeding short- 
horn beef cattle for milking purposes; yet 
the Department still insists on trying to force 
down our throats that we should breed short- 
horn cattle. 

I am a dairyman. I own dairying country 
which will not fatten and i: only suitable for 
dairying. I have had several years’ experience 
of dai ing, both in California and Australia. 
I know what dairying is from a practical 

t of view. I d- not want to breed short- 
orn dairy stock because, in my opinion, they 

are not suitable to the Irish climate, being 

ry liable to consumption and kindred com- 
plaints. I breed Friesians, as they are nearly 
immune from the above diseases.

MOTOR TAXATION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sing, —We have heard—we still hear—the 
discussion whether the tax on motors 
should be based on the mileage run or on the 
horse-power (however calculated) oí the car. 
Should, or should not, the test be what was 
the petrol consumption within a given period! 
So many difficulties suggest themselves about 
the possible application of such a test that one 
is not surprised that it has not been adopted. 
On the other hand, whó could question the 
abstract injustice of the present system ol 
tax, whereby the owner of a rarely-used car 
is mulcted equally with him who § daily on 
the road? Is there not another and‘a feasible 
solution of the difficulty? 

The speedometer in ordinary use may be 
turned back by anyone, thus altering the in- 
dication of the miles run. At the same time 
it indicates the speéd at the moment of 
travelling. What would be easier than to 
enforce the use of such a specdometer as 
would be capable of discharging the sécond 
of these functions, while being made in- 
capable of being turned back in the register 
of miles run? The construction of such in- 
struments would be a simple matter, and 
their adoption by motorists would be hailed 
with pleasure, if the results suggested in the 
following proposal could be obtained. 

‘ax should be paid at the local Civic Guard 
station on the amount of miles run during, 
say, the quarter or half-year. This is to be 
gauged by the reading of the locked speed- 
ometer, as described above. If necessary, the 
miles-run tax might be graduated by a simple 
scale, according to the horse-power of the 
car. To ensure against evasion by stopping 
or disconnecting the speedometer, the Civic 
Guards may be empowered to mount a car 
for a short distance, to satisfy themselves 
that the speedometer is working properly. 

There remains the important matter of 
‘‘trade motors,’’ if there be a ground for 
alleviation in their instance in respect. of 
tax. What difficulty is there in obtaining a 
rebate on their tax after their distance of 
run has been ascertained? As regards road 
contribution, I suggest that the Government 
might apportion the county contributions in 
accordance with the proportion of cars 
registered and licensed in the particular 
area.—Yours, etc.,

WOMEN JURORS. 
TO TITE EDITOR OF THE IBISH TIMES. 

Srr,—May a plain man ask for enlighten- 
ment on this matter of excluding women from 
jury service? The idea appears to be that 
women have shown no desire to serve; but 
is this even felevant? I have yet to learn that 
men have shown any such desires Is there 
one of us, indeed, not endowed with double 
the average amount of public spirit, who 
would not frankly be relieved to find himself 
among the exempted classes? Then there is 
the disquieting allegation, apparently not 
denied, that the authorities have systemati- 
cally been endeavouring to nullify even the 
present law by challenging such women as 
were prepared to undertake this onerous and 
not particularly interesting duty. 

Two reasons appear to be advanced in sup- 
port of the exclusion of women. One is that 
of expense; but surely expense is not in any 
case to be weighed in the balance against an 
important principle in the administration of 
justice? The other is that women are not 
fit persons to listen to the unsavoury details 
that crop up in many cases. Men, presumably, 
are. But, early Victorian as this argument 
sounds, it is seriously used, and one can only 
reply that it proves too much, It is the un- 
savoury side of social work—rescue work and 
things of that nature—that is by common 
consent left to women, because best under- 
stood and undertaken by them. 

Surely the object of having juries at all 
is not to give opportunities to certain classes 
of persons of assisting in the administration 
of justice? It is entirely for the persons tried, 
to give them a fair chance, such as may be 
expected to depend on having ones peets— 
people of the same class, who may be sup- 
posed to understand one’s circumstances— 
among those who try the case, To deprive 
a woman defendant, or, for the matter of 
that, a woman plaintiff, of having women 
among the jury that try the case is a direct 
act of injustice; and the more unsayoury 
the case (unsavoury cases are nearly always 
cases that concern some woman), the more 
necessary it would seem to have at least 
some women among the jury. The feelings of 
the jury are the last things to consider in a 
court of law. I can understand a case being 
made out for having women tried solely by 
women, and men by men, but not for exclud- 
ing women altogether.—Yours, etc.,

CARRIERS.

An action was in w enry Clein, 
a draper and general dealer, 40 Victoria 
street, South Circular road, Dublin, claimed 
damages against Messrs. pson and Co., 
Ltd., carriers, Townsend street, Dublin, for 
alleged negligence in the driving of a motor 
lorry and trailer on the Bray road on August 
25 , in consequence of which he received 
personal injuries, and damage to his pony and 


trap. . 

Mr. Monks (instructed by Messrs. Murphy 
and Mallins) appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. Tobias (instructed by Mr. W. J. M. 
Coulter) for the defendants. 

‘The plaintiff stated that he was driving his 
pony and trap on the day in question near 
the Old Connaught road, mes on his. own 
side ot the road, when the defendants’ lorry 
and trailer came along. The trailer hit the 
trap, breaking the wheel and shaft, and he 
was thrown on to the road. As the result 
of the smash he suffered from cerebral con- 
cussion and other injuiries, for which he 
was detained in bed for three weeks. He 
was incapacitated for fourteen weeks from 
work, and was attended by Dr. Levinson. 
At present he was suffering from sleepless- 


The evidence of the plaintiff as to the 
smash was corroborated by the Rev. A. W. 
Orr, Rector of Wicklow; Mr. Fitzsimons, 
C.E., and Mr. Harold Thornton, chemist, 
Greystones, all of whom were eye-witnesses 
of the accident 

For the defendant it was submitted that 
the accident ‘vas inevitable; that the driver 
of the lorry was in no way to blame, and 
that in any event the plaintiff had an ex- 
oe th“ ep opinion of the injuries suffered 
and the damages to which he was entitled. 

Judge Davitt held that the accident was 
cau through negligence on the part of 
the defendants, and yave a decree for £60 
dam ges. 


SALE OF SHEEP DIP AND 
RAT POISON. 


TIPPERARY TRADER 
PROSECUTED. 

At the Newport District Court, held in 
Limerick yesterday, before Mr. Flood, Dis- 
trict Justice, William Flannery, junior, 
Rerecross, County Tipperary, was prose- 
cuted by the Pharmaceutical Society of Ire- 
land on five summonses for offences under 
the Pharmacy Acts. The first was that, 
not being a legally qualified person, he kept 
open a shop for the retail of poisons; the 
second and third were for failing to enter 
salo4 in the prescribed books, and the fourth 

d fifth for selling to the Society’s In- 
spector, Gertrude Rutland, of Dublin. 

Mr. W. Meeke, solicitor, Dublin, who 
appeared for the prosecution, said that Mrs. 
Rutland called at the defendant’s shop and 
purchased a packet of sheep dip and also a 
packet of rat poison. Mr. Flannery carried 
on the business of hotel proprietor and pub- 
lican, and also dealt in hardware and grocery. 
Under the statute no person was entitled to 
sell poison at a f*od counter. It was only 
fair to say that when the defendant was told 
th .t he was acting illegally he admitted the 
offence. 

Mr. Meeke read two certificates from Mr. 
W. Thorpe, analyst, Dubling to whom the 
contents of the packets had been. sent for 
analysis, The sample of sheep dip contained 
sufficient arsenic to kill 2,000 people. 

Mr. Flood—That is terrible. 

Mr, P. E, O'Donnell, solicitor for defendant 
—And no one was more shocked than Mr. 
Flannery whén he heard the result of the 
analysis, áis, 

Mr. Meeke said that he was guite certain 
that Mr. Flannery purchased from a whole- 
salcr or traveller without any knowledge of 
the analytical contents of the packet. In Mr. 
Thorpe’s analysis of the sample of rat poison 
it was stated that it contained 9.1 grams of 
free phosphorus, and Dr. Cecil Robinson, 
Harcourt street, Dublin, whom he (Mr. 
Meeke) had consulted, asserted that a dose 
of one and a half grams was fatal in the case 
of an adult, and half a gram in the case of a 
child. i 

Mr. O'Donnell said that he agreed with 
everything stated by M:. Meeke. Before the 
defendant consulted him he had written to 
the Society admitting ownership of the shop 
and the sale to the Inspector of the sheep 
dip, lysol and rat poison. The defendant 
acted in complete ignorance of the statute, 
a~ . had guaranteed to the Society that he 
would discontinue the sale of these. goods, 
and pay the expenses incurred in bringing the 
prosecution. 

Mr. Meeke said that he would withdraw 
the summonses for failure to enter sales in 
the book and ask that the defendant be 
dealt with as a first offender in the other 
two summonses for selli-~. 

Mr. Flood imposed a fine of £5 and 20s. 
costs for keeping open a shop for the retail 
of poisons, and in the two summonses for 
selling he gave the defendant the benefit of 
the Probation of Offenders Act, with 20s. 
costs in each of the summonses,

Mr. E. P. McCarron, Secretary of the'De- 
partment of Local Government, in a circular 
letter to the County Councils’ of ‘the: Free 
State, says that the Minister for Local Go- 
vernment ‘‘ has had under consideration. the 
question of making grants from the Road | 
Fund towards the cost of the upkeep of main 
roads during the ensuing financial year. By 
‘ upkeep’ is meant the ordinary average 
work done on the roads, The term does not 
include special works, establishment charges . 
or charges for loans expended in former years. | 
“ Hitherto all grants made from the Road | 
Fund have in general been given íor works | 
of ‘improvement of Trunk roads.

The new British Central Electricity Board, 
appointed under the Electricity (Supply) Act, 
1926, will officially begin work on March 1. 
It will be accommodated temporarily in one 
of the Government offices. in London. 

The board will consider at once the schemes 
drawn up by the Electricity Commissioners 
for improving the supplies of various districts, 
the first selected being probably those dis- 
tricts centred about Glasgow and Birming- 
ham. 

An important, feature of the -board’s work 
will. be the standardisation throughout the 
country of electrical frequency. ‘Until ‘a 
attained - no 
great linking up of undertakings can be 
carried out. At present at least 14 frequencies 
are used in Britain. 


The Chairman of the Central Electricity | 


Board will ‘receive a salary of £7,000 a year, 
and the other members £750 a-year each. 

Sir Duncan Watson (a member of the new 
board), speaking in London last week, said 
that, having re rd to all the circumstances, 
he was convinedsd that we were on the thres- 
hold of the greatest and most successful de- 
velopment in the electrical industry that the 
country had ever seen. As to the, future, & 
modest computation of the money to be ex- 
pended in the next fifteen years in the de- 
velopment of the supply side of the industry 
was, he said, 250 million sterling. That took 
no account of the money to be expended on 
the other side of it. 

Sir Duncan was entertained. by the . Batti 
Wallah’s Society. The name is Hindustani 
for ‘‘ lamp man,” and its. members are, elec- 
trical engineers associated with marine ser- 
vices. '
